Ford Fights With Congress 
On Oil, Economy Legislation

IRS Can Subpoena 
Your Bank Records

Your bank records are not a s 
confidential as they used to be, 
especially 
if 
the 
Internal 
R evenue Service suspects you 
of cheating on your taxes. 
The Suprem e Court W ednes­ 
day increased the power of the 
IRS to subpoena bank records. 
The 
sp ecific 
case 
w as 
in 
connection with a m ysterious 
deposit in the Federal R eserve 
Bank of Cincinnati of $40,000 in 
$100 bills so badly worn they 
had to be destroyed. 
Could the money have been 
hidden a long time to avoid a 
tax? Its curiosity piqued, IRS 
issued a “ John Doe” sum m ons 
to the C om m ercial Bank of 
M iddlesboro, Ky., which had 


made the deposit, in an effort 
to find out w hose m oney it was. 
There was no allegation of any 
specific offense. 
The Am erican Bankers As­ 
sociation supported Commercial 
Bank’s argum ent that federal 
law protects a financial institu­ 
tion from h a v in g to answ er 
such a general request. 
“We m aintain that the IRS 
was 
engaging 
in 
a 
fishing 
expedition 
in 
the 
hope 
of 
finding a tax lia b ility ,” the 
association 
told 
the 
court, 
adding: “The records of cus­ 
tomer 
transactions 
... 
have 
traditionally been recognized as 
confidential m ateria ls.” 
Chief 
Justice 
Warren 
E. 
Burger disagreed. Speaking for 
a seven-man m ajority, he said 


: 


IRS obviously has an interest in 
large 
or 
unusual 
financial 
transactions, especially those 
involving cash. 
“ It would be naive to ignore 
the reality that som e persons 
attem pt to outwit the system 
and tax evaders are not readily 
identifiable,” he said. 
Two dissenters, Justices Pot­ 
ter S tew art and W illiam O. 
D ouglas, said any transactions 
possibly smacking of illegality 
w ill 
now 
be 
subject 
to 
disclosure at the whim of any 
IRS 
agent 
acting 
in 
“good 
fa ith .” 
In other decisions W ednesday 
the co u rt: 
—By a 6-3 vote gave workers 
a right to have union offices 
present when they are being 
interview ed by em ployers on 
suspicion of misconduct. 
—By a 5-4 vote bolstered the 
F ederal 
Trade 
Com m ission’s 
penalty power in a ruling that 
corporations violating antitrust 
agreem ents with the govern­ 
m ent m ay be punished for each 
day the offense continues. 
—Ruled 5-4 that when a state, 
like New York or California, 
grants 
appeal 
rights 
to 
a 
defendant who pleads guilty he 
can also come to a federal 
court with constitutional chal­ 
lenges

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OIL MONEY 


Many Americans obviously have misgivings about an 
influx into the United States of investment money from 
oil-producing nations of the Mid-east. Some are downright 
alarmed. 


A good deal of discussion ensued after it was disclosed 
recently that Iran was interested in putting some money 
into financially ailing Pan American World Airways Inc. 
Now the State Department has announced it approves 
such a deal “in principle,” as long as Iran does not a t­ 
tempt to take over the airline or impede its defense 
commitments, which were not spelled out. 


There was uproar recently in Pontiac, Mich., and San 
Jose, Calif., when a Lebanese oil broker and a Saudi 
Arabian entrepreneur attem pted to buy small banks in 
those two towns. They dropped the idea. Another Saudi, 
however, has bought control of the billion-dollar Bank of 
the Commonwealth in Detroit. 


Such things must be considered in perspective. 


The Mideast oil-producing nations are reported to 
have made about $100 billion frompetroleum exports last 
year. They reportedly spent about $40 billion of that for 
imports and have been looking for investments for the 
rest. 


Mostly they have been looking in Europe and Japan, 
but about $11 billion is said to have come into the U.S. Of 
that $6 billion went into government securities, $4 billion 
into b?nk deposits and $1 billion into business in­ 
vestments. 


The purchase of government securities will help to 
dampen inflation a bit, the money in bank deposits will 
increase available lending capital, and the billion put into 
business investments is a drop in the bucket. Even at the 
prevailing low prices, the m arket value of stocks of 
corporations listed on the New York and American stock 
exchanges last fall was calculated at some $585 billion. 


Yet the Mideast money will be very important to 
some enterprises. The Detroit bank was on the verge of 
collapse a few years ago, and last year lost $3.3 million. 
Pan Am lost $81 million last year, is in deep trouble and 
has been pleading — in vain — for U.S. government 
subsidy. The Iranian money should give Pan Am new life. 


For many years the U.S. has been regarded as an 
ogre in many parts of the world because of heavy 
American investments abroad. As of a year ago such 
investments totaled some $107 billion, compared with 
about $17 billion of foreign investments in the U.S. 


To be sure foreign investments in vital defense in­ 
dustries m ust be watched. But in general Americans 
should welcome rather than fear a little Bowback of 
money that’s going abroad to pay for oil.

Greatest rip-off in legislative 
history is nearing fruition in the 
General Assembly in the name 
of consumerism. 
Legislators are vying to see 
who can pass on the greatest 
benefits to liquor dealers 
assuring citizens it is “to protect 
the economic welfare, health 
peace and morals of the people 
of this state.” Hoosiers, already 
paying one of the highest prices 
in 
the 
nation 
for alcoholic 
beverages 
will find price in 
creases as a result of the 
protection.” 
Liquor dealers 
will experience even m ore 
profitable operations. 
For som e 12 years, 
the 
Alcoholic 
Beverage 
Com 
m ission has enforced F air 
Trade prices with mandatory 
profits for both wholesalers and 
retailers. The practice, based 
upon 
edict 
rath er 
than 
regulations 
or 
law, 
was 
challenged in a multi-million 
dollar court suit still pending. 
When Commission m em bers 
were included as defendants, a 
second look was taken at the 
questionable practice. It was 
announced Fair Trade would 
not be enforced by the state 
without legislative direction, 
and the enforcement would be 
discontinued in April. 
Several bills were introduced 
into the current legislative 
session to repeal the Fair Trade 
laws. Such laws, designed to 
maintain a high artificial level 
of prices, are not in the interest 
of 
the 
consum ers. 
Many 
states have repealed Fair Trade 
laws in a wave of consumerism, 
and they appeared doomed in 
Indiana. They are contrary to a 
free enterprise system, cir­ 
cumventing the economic laws 
of supply and demand. You 
can’t be for “free enterprise” 
and fair trade legislation. 
On February 3rd, just under 
the wire for introduction without 
suspension of the rules, a bill 
appeared in the House. It would 
mandate enforcement of Fair 
Trade prices for alcoholic 
beverages, 
increasing 
the 
profits to dealers. The bill was 
“greased to go,” reported out of 
the 
House 
Public 
Policy 
Com m ittee 
with 
only 
one 
dissenting vote. 


The bill has a sugar coated 
placebo to bring it under the 
guise of consumer legislation. 
Called 
“ affirm ation,” 
the 
measure requires distillers to 
“affirm ” 
the price sold 
in 
Indiana was the lowest price 
used 
in 
other states. 
So, 
wouldn’t this lower 
Indiana 
prices?” 
Not so, 
according 
to ex­ 
perience. To make it work, the 
affirmation must be continued 
through the entire industry and 
not just one layer. Wholesalers 
and retailers also should affirm 
that the prices they charge are 
as low as other states. 
Some 13 states presently have 
“affirmation” laws. A com­ 
parison of prices shows higher 
costs for the same brands in 
most affirmation states, and 
lower in states without such 
statutes. In three specific 
brands, Indiana prices are 
below 6 states with affirmation, 
and above 7 other states. 
However, our prices are above 
12 states without affirmation 
laws. In actual practice, af­ 
firmation has increased prices. 
The Cornell Law Review 
studies impact of affirmation 
laws. The article stated: “The 
thrust of the legislation was 
price reduction above the retail 
level, although market con­ 
ditions consistently pointed to 
the retail level as the place for 
the largest price reductions.” 
The article cited affirmation 
law as “an example of inef­ 
fective economic regulation” 
where the state sought 
low 
competitive prices, but was 
unwilling 
to remove major 
obstacles to that goal. It pointed 
to “high price effects of Fair 
Trade” and called for a repeal

of the advertising ban to insure 
price competition, as ways to 
reduce prices. 


Pointing 
to 
high 
ad ­ 
m inistrative costs and en­ 
forcem ent 
difficulties, 
it 
concluded that, “since the af­ 
firmation law has proved a 
failure,” it should be repealed. 


In Indiana, dealers must pay 
a higher cost for purchases of 
less than case lots of whiskey. 
Fair Trade prices must be 
based on “Split case” costs, 
even when purchased at the 
discount. It gives the volume 
dealer higher profits than the 
“Mon and pop” stores. With 
package licenses on the market 
som ewhere around, $50,000, 
there are few small operators. 
Mom and pop operations are 
turning to the less expensive 
tavern licenses, where Fair 
Trade offers no protection.

Direct Primary Bill 
Gets Nod In Senate

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A 
bill 
to 
restore 
the 
direct 
primary to Hoosier voters in 
picking 
candidates 
for 
U.S. 
senator, governor and lieuten­ 
ant governor passed the In­ 
diana Senate and went to the 
House where it is slated to get 
c a u c u s 
c o n s i d e r a t i o n . 
The passage Tuesday through 
the Republican controlled Sen­ 
ate cam e on a 41-8 vote with 
little vocal opposition, although 
for years 
many 
Republican 
leaders have opposed it. The 
Republican state comittee still 
opposes it but the Democratic 
state committee went on record 
in favor of it. 
However, the Senate bill was 
not met with wide open arm s 
by 
House 
Speaker 
Phillip 
Bainbridge, D-Highland, who 
said he was “concerned about 
the effect. I am not sure if we 
are ready for it or if it should 
be passed without also passing 
campaign cost limitations. But 
I- will 
present' it 
to 
the 
(Democratic) caucus and see.” 
The Senate Tuesday passed 


14 bills and the House IO on 
final reading and sent them to 
each other. However, the major 
House action Tuesday was in 
advancing bills to final reading, 
or delaying action until today 
under special order. 
The House has two significant 
bills on second reading this 
afternoon set by special order 
when no decsion on amend­ 
ments could be reached during 
Tuesday debate. They are: 
—A no-fault insurances bill 
offered by Reps. Richard W. 
Worman, R-Grabill, and Alan 
Zirkle, D-Kokomo. Their bill 
sets a limit of $15,000 benefits 
from anyone accident to any 
one 
person 
and 
would 
be 
mandatory. 
Rep. 
Nelson 
J. 
Becker, R-Logansport, sought 
to replace this with an optional 
no-fault motor vehicle insur­ 
ance bill with benefits to be paid 
somewhat in the fasion of work­ 
men’s compensation, but the 
vote on the amendment was 
delayed until 2 p.m. today. 
—A bill on collective bargain­ 
ing for university professors 
which would join an .existing 


law administered by the In­ 
diana Education Employment 
Relations Board. The bill had 
been silent about strikes but 
Tuesday an amendment was 
added by a 51-32 vote that 
inserted a no-strike provision 
offered by Rep. Robert Bales, 
R-Indianapolis. The bill was put 
on special order of business for 
2:30 p.m. today to allow an 
opportunity for further amend­ 
ments. 
The Senate 
bills 
passed 
Tuesday were topped by the 
direct primary plan that its 
author, Sen. Charles Bosma, R- 
Beech Grove, called “time has 
come” legislation. 
“ Indiana stands alone as the 
one and only state that has not 
in some way offered to its 
electorate full and open partici­ 
pation in statewide candidate 
selection,” Bosma said. “From 
1909 to 1929 our state did permit 
partial involvement on the part 
of voters under a modified form 
of direct prim ary.” 
“The time has come for us to 
restore to the people of this 
state a right that has always 


been inherent in our tradition of 
freedom—and that right is the 
privilege 
of 
full 
and 
open 
participation in the political 
nomination process,” Bosma 
said. 
He said the bill com bines 
“the best of both worlds.” In 
addition to interesting more 
voters in the May nominating 
primaries, “we maintain the 
convention with its mechanism 
to rally the party faithful and 
provide ffor them^ forum for 
developing the party platform.” 
The measure would leave to 
be nominated at the covention 
the statehouse offices of secre­ 
tary of state, treasurer, audi­ 
tor, school superintendent, 
attorney 
general 
and 
state 
courts clerk and reporter, plus 
national convention delegates 
and presidential electors. 
Sen. Earl Wilson, R-Bedford, 
said he had won 15 primary 
elections (for Congress and for 
state senator) but felt that if he 
were faced with trying to win 
in a state convention he never 
would have won.

Onions Available In 
Record Supply 
“Less than 2 years ago the U. 
S. onion supply was tagged the 
“greatest shortage in 50 years.” 
This year heavy supplies of 
yellow onions have set a record 
— in the opposite direction. 
Marketing specialists of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
say the storage onion crop is 18 
per cent 
over the 1970-73 
average, with enough onions to 
fill almost 25 million 100-pound 
bags. 
As a result, prices to growers 
have dropped. In New York, 
growers received an average of 
$1.92 for a 50-pound sack of 
medium-size, yellow globes the 
last week of December com­ 
pared to $3.85 a year earlier,, In 
Idaho and Eastern Oregon they 
got even less—$1.32 for the 
medium Spanish types versus 
$3.62 a year earlier. 
From pre-Biblical times, the 
onion has inspired a wealth of 
myth and 
legend about its 
curative and nutritive powers. 
Militarily it gained a permanent 
place in history: Alexander the 
Great believed in its power to 
promote valor. General U.S. 
Grant wired the War Depart­ 
ment in the summer of 1864 that 
he would not move his Army 
without onions. They arrived 
promptly. 
Today, 
these 
legendary 
footnotes make good table talk 
and onions make good eating 
Consider some of the ways in 
which they can be served As a 
main dish vegetable you may 
want to prepare a quiche of 
cheese 
and 
onions, 
or 
a 
steaming bowl of French onion 
soup, a casserole of stuffed and 
baked onions, or a dish of richly 
creamed onions. 
Nobody needs reminding of 
the onion’s importance as a 
flavor ingredient. With beef in 
plentiful supply and m any 
Americans getting acquainted 
with less expensive and less 
familiar cuts of beef, onions can 
help to make these cuts more 
appetizing. 
Here’s a word about proper 
storage. Put them in a loosely 
woven basket and store in a 
cool, dark, dry, well-ventilated 
place. Don’t refrigerate them 


until they have been cut. Place 
them in a plastic bag or bowl in 
the refrigerator. They will keep 
for several days. Chopped 
onions can be placed in a 
shallow pan and frozen; once 
frozen, store them loosely in a 
Jar from which they can be 
easily scooped. 
Onions, 
like 
good 
wine, 
enhance flavor and add bouquet 
to a meal. Since onions are in 
above average supply this 
season, now is the time to stock 
up. 
But what kind of onions should 
you buy? Even though there are 
many varieties of onions, 
picking out a good boiling onion, 
a crunchy spring onion, or a 
tasty onion to slice for ham­ 
burgers needn’t be too hard a 
job. 


Here’s a rundown on dry and 
spring onions. At the start, all 
onions are technically green 
onions. Dry onions, however, 
are grown to maturity and then 
dried, either in the field or in 
artificial driers. The skin is 
papery and the top is dried 
down. Green or spring onions 
are young, tender onions with a 
creamy or white base, little or 
no bulb formation, and fairly 
long green tops. 
Dry onions fall into three 
general classes: Globe, Granex- 
Brano, and creole. 


Globe 
onions 
are 
predominantly round, usually 
have a strong flavor and are 
available in the late summer, 
fall, and winter. They may have 
white, yellow, or red skins and 
are used primarily for cooking. 
The Spanish onion, a globe 
type, is large, round, and either 
white 
or 
yellow 
skinned. 
Available in fall and winter, the 
Spanish onion has a mild flavor 
and is good for use in salads and 
for raw slices. 


The Granex and Grano onions 
may be round to top shaped with 
the upper half usually flattened. 
They may be yellow or white 
skinned and they have a mild 
flavor. Because of their shape 
and flavor they are considered 
ideal for slicing and eating raw. 
Granex and Grano come from 
warmer growing areas and are 


available during the spring and 
summer. 
The Creole onion is flat and 
small to medium in size. The 
Creole may be red, white, or 
yellow skinned and has a very 
strong flavor. A fall onion, 
Creole is not as abundant 
com m ercially 
as 
other 
varieties. 


Consumers may find bags of 
dry onions labeled U. S. No. I 
This is one of the grades 
established 
by 
USDA’s 
Agricultural Marketing Service 
to define different- levels of 
quality in onions. 


U.S. No. I onions are of top 
quality — they have good shape 
and are free from decay or 
defects such as sprouting or 
necks with tough, woddy cen­ 
ters. 


If onions are not marked by 
grade, check for dryness, firm ­ 
ness and for necks that are dry. 
Soggy necks are an indication 
that decay may have set in. Dry 
onions should be stored awa)' 
from foods that might absorb 
odors. The storage place should 
be cool (room temperature or 
lower), dry, and have good air 
circulation. 


Green or spring onions are 
usually a special variety of 
onion grown for early har­ 
vesting. But they may be an 
ordinary onion harvested before 
reaching maturity. Many people 
use the term scallion 
in­ 
terchangeably with green onion. 
There is little agreement on a 
precise definition for scallion. 
Some say that scallions are 
white onion varieties pulled 
before the bulb has formed. 
Since scallion is sometimes used 
to refer to onion relatives such 
as shallots and leeks, it may be 
considered as a cover-all name 
for any onion or onion relative 
that does not have a full bulb. 


Leeks are similar to green 
onions except they have flat 
instead of tubular green tops. 
Shallots (from the French 
“eschalot” ) are also similar to 
green onions but they grow in 
clusters. The clusters resemble 
garlic cloves except that each 
clove is covered with a mem­ 
brane. Shallots are sometimes 
sold dry. Both leeks and shallots 
are milder than gree^r onions. 


Onion odors can btf removed 
from a knife by running it 
through a raw potato. Onion 
odors can be removed from your 
hands by rubbing your hands 
briskly with'celery salt before 
washing. If you don’t want your 
breath to smell of onions, eat a 
few sprigs 
that have 
been 
dipped in salt or vinegar. 


Autumn Olive Seedlings 


Available From State 


The Indiana Department of 
Natural Resources, Divsion of 
Forestry, is still accepting tree 
orders for several species for 
planting this spring,” it is ex­ 
plained by John F. Datena, 
State Forester. 
"Autumn Olive is one of the 
species that is available to 
Indiana landowners, "Autumn 
Olive is a shrub which grows to 
a height of 8 to 15 feet. It blooms 
in the spring with an abundance 
of frag ran t, 
sm all 
yellow 
flowers. It is a favorite of honey 
bees. When the berries ripen, 
usually 
in 
Septem ber 
or 
October, they are red with 
brown scales. Usually Autumn 
Olive will have berries by the 
third or fourth year. It is not 
unusual for a mature shrub to 
have 20 pounds of fruit.” 
Autumn Olive grows well on a 
wide variety of soils, 
says 
Datena. Usually wet, shallow or 
poorly drained soil will cause 
failure. 
Autumn Olive is used for 
shelter and nesting habitat by 
songbirds, gam e birds and 
rabbits. Many birds find berries 
of Autumn Olive to be attractive 
winter food and 
some 
will 
winter north of their normal 
range when the berries are 
available. Birds that eat the 
berries a re : 
Robins, Tree 
Swallow, Song sparrow, Rufous- 
Sided Towhee, Purple Finch, 
Myrtle Warbler, Mockingbird, 
House Sparrow, Hermit Thrush, 
Fox 
Sparrow , 
Evening 
G rosbeak, Cedar Waxwing, 
Catbird and Cardinal. Game 
birds that eat Autumn Olive 
are: M allards, Ringnecked 
P heasants, 
Wild 
Turkeys^ 
Bobwhite Quail, Ruffed Grouse, 
and Mourning Doves. 
Autumn Olive can be planted 
in odd, unused areas to aid 
wildlife. It can be planted for 
screens, b arriers or wind­ 
breaks. It is excellent for 
erosion control and because of 
its wide adaptability to planting 
sites, can be planted on majiy 
infertile sites, such as sand 
blows, stream banks, gullied 
areas, and strip min^s. It is 
nitrogen fixing and aids in 
building up the fertility of the 
soil. 
Normally the seedlings should 
be planted about 3 to 4 feet apart 
in rows for 
windbreaks 
or 
screens. They may also be used 
with pine trees to form an ex­ 
cellent 
w indbreak. 
Block 
plantings on 5’ x 5’ or 6’ x 6’ 
spacing makes an excellent 


cover and food source for 
wildlife. 
Autumn Olive seedlings are 
available from the Division of 
F orestry 
of

Top U.S. Protein Crop Lags In Efficiency Gains

Soybean yield increases lag behind most other 
crops. 


Why? Mainly because of the limited number 
of research workers. To the point, genetics is 
an important area of study for nil crops. At 
present, there are fewer than IO full-time soy­ 
bean geneticists in the nation. 


Variety development provides an important ex­ 
ample. It takes 8-12 years for the development 
of an improved variety. In 1962, there were only 
12 soybean breeders in this country. They devel­ 
oped almost all the varieties in use today. Our 
1974 production, on 53.8 million acres, was lim­ 
ited because of the pitifully small number of re­ 


searchers who have been working on soybeans. 
The result: higher prices for livestock feed, salad 
oil, and margarine, and lowered earnings for 
soybean producers. 
Lack of funds for State Experiment Stations 
and the Agricultural Research Service plus the 
ceiling on the number of ARS scientists account 
for the limited amount of work done. 
More scientists should be put on the job to 
accelerate the pace of soybean yield improve­ 
ment. Both more man power and more money 
are essential. The National Soybean Research 
Coordinating Committee reports a need for 30 
more full-time soybean research scientists within 
the next year.

stretchy knit but the look of 
wool, there m ay soon 
be 
something new on the market 
for you. It’s a wool fabric with 
comfortable two-way stretch. 
“The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture has developed a 
chemical treatment that gives 
stretch to ordinary woven wools 
and wool blends,” says Jean 
Goodrick, Extension clothing 
and testiles specialist at Purdue 
U niversity. 
“ Although 
the 
fabric is not available yet, 
consum ers 
are 
likely 
to 
welcome 
it 
for 
several 
reasons,” she adds. 
The treated wools have up to 
20 per cent more stretch than 
ordinary wools, which makes 
them stretch much like double 
knits, Dr. Goodrick says. 
What does the treatm en t 
involve? The fabric is soaked in 
a hot bath of ethylene glycol, 
which is one of the chemicals in 
polyester, the specialist ex­ 
plains. 
Not only does this treatment 
make the fabric stretchable, but 
it offers other advantages, too: 
Treated wools recover from 
wrinkles slightly better than 
untreated fabric. 
T reated 
fabric 
is 
m ore 
resistant to abrasion than un­ 
treated fabric. 
Treated fabrics stay fresh 
looking longer than untreated 
woolens. Even after IO washings 
and dryings, the treated fabric 
is just as stretchable and new 
looking as ever. 
Consumers will like the new 
treated fabric, Dr. Goodrick 
predicts. 
“ With 
the trend 
toward a more classic look, the 
new stretchable woolens and 
wool 
blends 
should 
be 
a 
welcomed addition to fabric

Indiana have essentially four 
alternatives.

One would be to set up 
practice in a group that already 
ca rries liability in s ta n c e . 
However, “this would further 
drain the number of physicians 
wishing 
to set up a 
rural 
community 
or 
inner 
city 
practice,” he said. 
Another alternative would be 
to obtain out of state insurance, 
but Lowe said a new doctor 
would have to borrow heavily 
to prepay the premium. Still 
another alternative would be 
for a new doctor to practice in 
another state where legislation 
has been enacted to help fight 
the problem. 
The fourth alternative Lowe 
suggested 
was 
entering 
a 
practice with a low risk. "The 
high risk specialties of surgery, 
anaesthesia, and obstetrics and 
gynecology will soon become 
undesirable specialties because 


of the high cost of the liability 
insurance,”

said.

Gun Legislation 
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W ASH IN G TO N , 
D.C.—“ The 
National Rifle Association has 
been on record for many years 
contending 
that 
firearm s 
registration was just the first 
step in the process leading to 
total confiscation,” said N RA 
Ex ce cu tive 
V ice-President 
Maxwell E . Rich, “ and we are 
seeing this hapen in the most 
graphic fashion here in the 
Ration’s Capital.” 


■ f General Rich, the head of the 
Million-member 
sportsmen’s 
Organization was speaking of a 
recent move by a District of 
Colum bia councilm em ber to 
am end 
the 
W ashington 
Metropolitan Police regulations 
in an attempt to seize 51,645 
privately-ow ned and leg ally 
registered 
firearm s. 
The 
proposal would allow private 
citizens to own rifles only and 
ownership would come after 
police approval and the issuing 
of a license. 
“ Law abiding members of the 
Washington 
community 
have 
complied with local law, they 
have registered their privately- 
owned firearm s, they have 
appeared at the police station 
with their firearms and they 
have been duped,” Rich said of 
the proposed amendment. 
“ Once again it is the law 
abiding firearms owner who has 
come 
under 
attack. 
As 
the 
National Rifle Association has 
been pointing out 
for many 
years, it’s the crim inal who 


misuse the rights and neglects 
the responsibilities of private 
firearms ownership. 
But the 
honest citizen pays the price,” 
the 
N R A 
executive 
vice- 


president said today. 
Of the 51,64* firearms that 
have been registered in the 
District of Columbia only 16 or 


roughly one-half of one percent 
were used during 1974 to commit 
a crime. These statistics were 
provided by the Metropolitan 
Police Department. 
“ We have asked for laws 
aimed at the crim inal, we have 
asked for mandatory penalties 
for the use of firearms in the

ultimately ratify it—just as the

currence. It takes 38 states to 
amend the Constitution, and 34 
have approved the E R A since
